Are Rebuilding 


15 Dead Counted 
After Vicious Storm 


GALVESTON, Tex. (AP)-Tex- 
&s and western Louisiana areas 
in watery ruin turned today to a 
staggering task of rebuilding left 
by Hurricane Carla, one of the 
mightiest ever to roar out of the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
With a possibility more bodies 
yet may be found, the death toll 
stood at 15 along 250 miles of 
coastline laid waste by hurricane 
gales up to 175 miles per hour, 
raging seas and a rash of torna 
does. Damage which may take 
months to compute ran into hun­ 
dreds of millions. 
Added to the mammoth recov­ 
ery chore were problems of pollut 
ed water supplies and companion 
health threats in scores of towns 
and cities, a few still under as 
much as eight feet of water. 
Flood threats posed by heavy 
rains in Carla’s wake were anoth­ 
er factor. 
Also ahead was the return home 
for most of an estimated half mil­ 
lion people who moved inland as 
Carla approached, a mass migra­ 
tion averting much heavier loss of 
life. 
Ten of the deaths occurred as 
the dying winds of Carla hurled 
back tornadoes after the hurri­ 
cane’s center was many miles in­ 
land.

*> clinic d ev oted to this sp ecial 
assignment in y ou r local hosp ital. 
Preferably , in my minority op ­ 
inion, y ou may go to y ou r family 
p hy sician. 
My reasons for the latter p ref- 
trenCe are at least 
three - fold : 
(1) the inconv enience and ex p ense 
are less; (2) knowing y ou better, 
v ou r local p ractitioner is in a bet­ 
ter p osition to recognize 
s 1 i ght 
changes in y ou r ap p earance and 
p hy sical find ings, and (3) 
while 
ex amining y ou for cancer, he may 
d etect early ev id ences of

By req u esting, in ad d ition, p er­ 
iod ic X-ray s of y ou r breasts, y ou 
giv e y ou r ex aminer a 17.5 chance 
in a thou sand of d iscov ering 
a 
cancer not otherwise d etectable, 
accord ing to a fiv e-y ear stu d y re­ 
cently comp leted at Philad elp hia’s 
Albert Einstein Med ical Center. 
As a resu lt of early d etection, 
y ou r su rgeon has the op p ortu nity 
to op erate at a time when 
the 
chances of “u ltimate su rv iv al” 
| .an almost be gu aranteed . 
By seeking 
p romp t treatm ent 
when and if the tests d isclose the 
p resence of cancer cells, y ou can 
almost be assu red of eq u al su c­ 
cess in the treatment of malig­ 
nancy of the womb, the second 
greatest threat to the mod ern fe­ 
male. 
By heed ing y ou r d octor’s ad v ice

By su bmitting to X-ray ex p os­ 
u re only if the necessity is great 
d u ring the early months of p reg­ 
nancy , y ou can p robably red u ce

Lessons L earn ed F ro m Carla 


Once, no one knew wh at to ex p ect from a 
Caribbean h urricane. Until recent y ears, no 
one knew a h urricane was coming, until 
it was too late to do much about it. 
H urricane-belters relied on th e sam e in­ 
stincts th at m aade birds and anim als uneasy 
before th e onslaugh t of a great storm. And 
wh en th e storm cam e, th eir surv iv al was by 
ch ance, not design. 
Th ey now h av e scientific detection of h ur­ 
ricanes. Th ey are no longer h elp less. 
Th e ev acuation of p eop le from large sec­ 
tions of th e Gulf Coast before Hurricane 
C arla wreaked its dam age was a tribute to 
scientific detection and sy stem atic p recau­ 
tions. 
Th ere was strong ev idence for th e first 
tim e th at p eop le in th e h urricane belt can 
be p ersuaded to leav e th eir h omes and p os­ 
sessions in order to sav e th eir liv es. Old- 
tim ers would h av e th ough t such large-scale 
m oment of h uman beings to safety was 
imp ossible. 
If th ere was going to be a disaster, th ey 
were going to be p art of it th ey said. Th ey 


were fatalists. Some of th em , p erh ap s, were 


defeatists. W h atev er th ey were, th ey would 


not h av e run away ev en if th ey h ad been 


giv en th e means. 


Th e automobiile now giv es th em th e m eans. 
Th e communications m edia giv es th em th e 
information. Th e gov ernment, th e Red Cross 
and widesp read aw areness of danger giv e 
th em th e h elp th ey need. 


Th ere alway s will be fatalists wh o will 
wait to get wh at th ey th ink is unav oidable 
it it's th eir time to get it. 
Th ere alway s will be th e feckless and th e 
inep t wh o cannot be h elp ed because th ey 
cannot h elp th emselv es. 
Th ere also will be p eop le with th e instinct 
to claw for surv iv al; 
th e ones willing to 
leav e th eir earth ly p ossessions 
beh ind if 
fleeing can sav e th eir liv es. 
Th e United States learned 
about more 
th ings from H urricane Carla th an th e force 
of th e winds and th e p redictability of disaster 
in an era of science. It learned h ow civ il 
defense would work in a sh owdown.

F rance’s M aurice Couv e de Murv ille and 
West G erm any ’s Heinrich von Brentano — 
try ing to do someth ing about Berlin. W h at­ 
ev er th ey do must be in h armony with 
th e North Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
th eir gov ernm ents’ own treaties and com ­ 
m itm ents. 
It must mesh with th e state of official 
op inion in th eir countries, and th is ranges 
from th e intransigence 
of 
President 
De 
Gaulle of France to th e anx iety of Foreign 
M inister Von Brentano of West Germ any . 
It must take into account th e p sy ch ologi­ 
cal im p ortance th at th e British attach to ne­ 
gotiations with Russia, th e British being th e

Th e h igh est h op e of th e foreign 
m inisters is th at th ey m ay h av e someth ing 
ready by th at tim e to negotiate with —not 
necessarily at th e h igh est level but at th eir 
own lev el, in th e 
corridors of

U. N. 
building and in th e lounges set aside for 
th e use of U.N. delegates. 
Few p eop le wh o know h ow comm ittees 
work in small affairs can h av e any con­ 
fidence in international alliances. Th e Big 
Four h as been an awkward arrangem ent— 
as awkwand as th at “ troika” th at th e Rus­ 
sians keep talking about. 
But it’s th e only th ing th e Free World 
h as th at offers any p rom ise.

Some of the fun of traveling 
is in tasting new foods. “ Drive 
along 
Quebec’s 
Gaspe 
coast,” 
from 
a

its wood-fired oven outdoors.” 


Near the oven, on a clear warm 
day, there may be a table full 
of pans of bread dough rising in 
the sun. Our friends stopped and 
bought one of the loaves for a 
picnic lunch, 
and describe 
the 
bread as hearty and delicious. 


According to “ The Black Whale 
Cook Book,” the only collecti on 
of Gaspe recipes we have ever 
come across, in baking the bread 
outdoors "the firing of the oven 
is most important.” Each Gaspe 
cook uses her own recipe, and 
here is one of them—adapted to 
bake in a regular range.

“ I believe the Russians will be 
more likely to attack if we are 
not prepared.” 
Dr. Teller warns the time is 
short. 
Soviet 
resumption of nuclear 
testing is frightening, he says. For 
it could mean the Soviets have 
been testing new weapons secret­ 
ly underground in the past two or 
three years, and have decided to 
make open tests simply to answer 
some final questions. 
The Soviets knew open testing 
would force or irritate the United 
States 
into more 
testing, 
and 
arouse adverse opinion. 
But an edge won through secret 
testing could mean “ they are so 
far ahead in weaponry they don’t 
care what we do.” 
Dr. Teller says “ if we don’t pre­ 
pare, 100 million Americans could 
die in the first days of an all-out 
war. Thirty to forty millions more 
could die from starvation and 
disease. The United States would 
cease to exist.” 
‘‘But I firmly believe 90 per 
cent of our population could be 
saved. It means 20 million would 
die, and this is terrible to con­ 
template. But why not try to give 
90 per cent a decent chance for 
survival?” 
Nuclear war “ would be one of 
the most horrible things imagin­ 
able, and everything should be 
done to prevent it.” 
But, he adds, he is dismayed by 
"those who say that a nuclear war 
necessarily 
means the 
end of 
everything.” 
"The fear of radiation is much 
greater than it deserves to be. It 
is not true that radiation, even 
from an all-out war, would destroy 
all forms of life. 
“ And it is simply not true that 
if war came, everything is hope­ 
less. 
“ We can prepare.”
